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ADDRESS 


FELLOW CITIZENS OF ARIZONA —Your Delegates in Convention assembled tc frame 
a Constitution for the State of Arizona, have completed the work, which is here 
with submitted for your careful investigation 

They commend to your favorable consideration the Constitution accompanying 
this address, as the fruits of the untiring labor and united efforts of your chosen rep 
resentatives, whose interests are identical with your own. The end sought was to 
frame a Constitution that would secure a just and economical administration in all 
of the Departments of State An examination ofthe instrument submitted cannot 
fail to show the distinguishing features between a government organized under it 
and those notonly seen but painfully felt by every tax-payer under our present sys 
tem 

Under Territorial government, limitation of legislative, action is almosta stranger 
and for a long tme was not known at all, and official conduct but little watched by 
the eyeand authority ofthe law Hence leakage in the treasury,and extravagance 
in public expenditure, are matters of but little surprise They must be recognized se 
the fruits of bad governmert Unguarded official action is to be seen all along the 
line of our Territorial travel, and extravagant legislation has naturally followed 
Hence to-day, while we are preparing for a new order of things under an economie 
and well guarded constitutional form of government, we are brought face to face 
with au empty treasury and a large outstanding Territorial debt of nearly one mii 
lion dollars, while the debts of the several counties aggregate nearly three timet 
that sum. A )ustand economic administration of affairs did not produce this. It 
should be ended, and hereafter avoided It can only be done by the most cautions 
guards, and the in partial reader cannot fail to find such, embodied in this Constitu 
tion. 

Your Delegates have sought to profit by the wisdom and experience of other States 
and have therefore by careful selection established a Legislative, Executive and Judi 
mal system, which challenges comparison with the wisest and most economic. The 
number of officers has been reduced to the lowest practical limit, and salaries fixed 
at small economic sums The different departments have been shaped after the sys 
tem most familiar to our people, that nothing may be hazarded by experiment. 

The Judicial Department 1s so arranged as to insure speedy Litigation and avoid 
unnecessary expense 


8CHOOLS AND SCHOOL LANDS. 


That all children of school age in the State may receive gratuitously, instruction: 
ia the common school branches, a free common school system is forever guaranteed 
{ts lunds are preserved intact and the system divorced from all church and creed, 
and its management and control by sectarianism forever pruhibited. Careful prə- 
visions are made to preserve the school lands and for their judicious appraisement. 
gtadual sale and for the highest price Meantime the pioneerand early settler who 
has braved the danger of frontier life, and settled upon and improved these lands 
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is not unprotected He has the preference to purchase the land so improved at the 
nighest price offered forit Andın tbe event be may not be able to pay the highest 
price so offered, the appraisersof the land are required to appraise the 1mprove- 
ments separate from the land, and the purchaser must pay him for his improve 
ments before taking possession 


CORPORATIONS 


The legislation of old States has been found unequal to tbe task of protecting the 
people from the growing, grasping, monopolizing tendencies of railroads and other 
vorporations. lt bar been thought wise therefore to place positive restrictions on 
the powers of legislation in these matters To this end provisions have been made 
for the destruction of all wild cat schemes and the wiping out of all dormant and 
sbam corporations Claiming special and exclusive privileges All power is taken 
from the Legislature to create corporations. or to extend orenlarge their power by 
special law, or to give them mghts or privileges irrevocable. Power is given tothe 
Legislature to revoke or annul the charters of corporations that may prove injurious, 
and the Legislature is required to enact wholesome laws empoweriug the courts to 
io the same thing during legislative interum ;

COUNTY GOVERNMENT. 


A well guarded system of county government is provided for. The Legislature i. 
prohibited from changing county lines and forming new counties unless the same 
ean be done upon a basis of property, area and population, that will insure easy 
maintenance of such new county government without strain, and at the same time 
without ermppling the county or counties from whichit may be formed. The county 
officers and offices are provided for in a kindred way to the svstem the people are 
acquainted with, but that the running machinery of county government may be 
rendered less expensive the offices bave been so blended as to require the offivial 
work necessary to the exercise of county government to be done with the fewest 
official hands practical toitsexecution These officers are all made elective every 
two years,and are thereby made directly responsible to the people whom they 
serve, 


ELECTION AND SUFFRAGE, 


The right of suffrage isconferred upon every male citizen of the United States over 
twenty-one years of age, and who has resided 1u Arizona forone year previous to an 
alection, except Indians not taxed, idiots, lunatics and persons convicted of crimes. 
and in questions pertaining to schools the Might of suffrage is conferred upon both 
sexes, Female suffrage was strongly urged upon the convention by petitions from 
afew quarters, and by earnest personal advocates, who were always given an at 
tentive bearing, but after mature deliberation the convention thought it unwise to 
put woman's suffrage in the Consututicn. However, the nghtof the people to be 
heard upon this topic, bas been recognized, and the Legislature coming directly 
trom the people every two years, is fully authorized to submit this question to the 
people whenever and us often as may be desired. 


IRRIGATION, 


It is surely safe to sey that a jnst and equitable system of irrigration, suited to 
this and region, has been devised. All natural streams and lakes of water capable 
of being used for irrigation are declared to be the property of the State, and it is 
provided that the common law doctrine of riparian water rights is not to apply, and 
that the right to use wester heretofore lawfully appropriated to benefieial uses is 
never to be denied. i 

The right of the people to appropriate and use the uppropriated waters tor bene- 
deial purposes is guaranteed, prior appropriation giving the better right. 

Theat capital may not be shut out of the State and its progress retarded, an invita-

tion bas been extended, guaranteeing to all individuals or corporations the right ta 
construct rese?! voirs aud impound and appropriate the surplus and floud water 
within the State tor sale, rental, domestic, stock or anv Leneficial purpose 

However, the mode and manner of ac quiring and exercising all of said rights is to 
be subject to legislative control 


REVENUE AND TAXATION. 


Itis through the channel uf revenue and taxation the public debts are paid, than 
the necessary sums for running the government are raised, and itis through it thas 
the pockets of the people »re directly reached This is one of the most importam 
roadsin governmen' to guard. That government which does not guard this road 
by proper, wise limitations and restrictions, naturally grows careless and becomes 
wasteful and extravagant, and is therefore not a good one. “The government that 
does, 1s always economical and justin all of the affairs of State, and 1s never found 
with a depleted ireasury, or 1m posing heavy burdens upon ity peopie. 

A Constituuion for just such a government as this we Fave sought to prepare anc 
submit to you, and if we ın the deepest measure of our honest endeavors ano 
thougnts, are not deceived, we have succeeded in doing it. To begin with, the State 
and county guvernments are prohibited from going into debt for grenter sums than 
their cirrent tax will pay, which, virtually puts them ona casn basis. and shuts 
down the tlood gates of the issuance of bonds, warrants and other evidences of 15 
debtedness, which have heretofore under our present regime so strained our Term 
torial and county credit. The public credit, the one thing whicn has heretofore 
settled upon other States, and thrust many of them into financial ruin, and some 
toto repudiation, cannot be loaned at Tegislative will. 

For the current expenses of State and county governments, a limita‘ion of taxa 
tion 18 fixed not to exceed 3 mills for Stateand 2 percent. for: ounty purposes, whick 
with the present indebtedness out of the way, would place us far beiow what we 
now pay. 

The present outstanding indebtedness has not been overlooked This we mus 
pay some time, and in some way, under whatever form of government we may te 
If so, it must be done by an easy. gradual means, or by a heavy strain to be met anc 
endured some tame in the future. That it must be met by the one or the other it 
inevitable This being so1' would be contrary to commun sense not to be able t« 
see the wisest und easiest plan. in order, therefore, to meet the principal of ow 
outstanding debts as they fali due, we have declared that a sinking fund shall be 
created, and for this purpose a State tax of only 1 mill shall be levied annually till the 
same shall be extingu'shed, and t} mill for county purposes. To be sure this ise 
light levy. and will not injuriously effect any one, but close calculation shows it t 
be sufficient to meet the outstandings when they becume due. Thus itis that we 
have sought to tas time by the forelock and require a gradual and‘ easy tax to be 
continuously flowing into the sinking fund—small enough so that no one will be 
strained by paying it, and yet large enough to foot the bill when presented. This» 
not its only advantage. It ıs destined to give lasting and unexcelled credit to ow 
young State, and to its counties; because it will be a declaration to the world bys 
brave, hardy and debt-paying people, so made that legisiative hands cannot change 
it, that whomsoever we owe we intend to pay, and have provided means 10 8& cup 
stitutional way for so doing. 

Fellow citizens, the Constitution we submit to you, challenges your investigation 
Take it and turn it as you wiil,.and you must necessarily find that, if the last hmn 
of taxation allowed by it for State and county purposes, for paying interest on the 
public debt, and for the sinking fund, be levied, taken altogether, upon our presem 
valuation, saying nothing of increase (which must follow stasehood rapidly), wil 
not cost the taxpayer quite one and one-half dollars on the $1000 worth of taxable 
property heowns, Now thisis true, and when we consider the difference of statehooo 
under such a Constitution, and Territorial government as we know it to be, and tha: 
under such a constitutional government, the people are supreme and choose all o 
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their public servants without exception, and when we further consider, that under 
sach a government, we shall have equal representation in the councils of the nation 
with otber States; there certainly cannot be a single independent Americau citizen 
in all the land who thus considers, and makes himself conversant with the two sys- 
ems of government. the independence of the one and the dependence of the other, 
who will for a moment hesitate to cast his vote for the Constitution and statehood. 
But thisis not all. If we adopt this Constitution, and thereby obtain admission, we 
oring into the lap of the State millions of wealth, which we cannot possibly obtain 
while we are a Territory. The enabling acts admitting Washington, Wyoming, 
idaho and the two Dakotas, plainly demonstrate this. We call yourattention toa 
few of the acvantages ın promise for our new State. z 

First—The 16th and 36th sections ofall the lands of the Territory, which are now 
asid in trust for us by the general government, will ripen into title and go into 
State control. This land amounts to about 4,027,880 acres. 

By the conduct of the general government toward all other new States admitted, 
{he promises us as a State on our admission the following.

This will aggregate about 4,595,380 acres of land which we acquire by admission, 
and none of which can we get before. Not only this, but the general government 
will direct the United States Land Office Receivers all over the State to pay into the 
3tate treasury for State purposes 5 per cent. of the proceeds of all sales of the public 
tands sold in the State. Such has been the liberal policy of our general government 
since Colorado’s admission and such is in promise for us. Shall we accept it? 

Our constitution is liberalin all of its provisions, and challenges the admiration 
and support of the whole people, whether they be Democrat or Republican, no mat- 
ter whether they he biased by party feeling or not. 

We therefore urge and admonish you mostearnestly, each and ever one of you, in 
che name of American free government and State sovereignty to peacefully but res- 
olutely go tothe polls on the ist of December next and give us for our new State 
this organic Jaw, forin it we have every promise of a future of peace and of pros- 
perits,

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CONSTITUTION 


PREAMBLE. 


We, the people of Arizona, grateful to the Supreme Being for our liberties, in order 
to form amore independent and perfect government, establish justice, insure domes 
tic tranquility, provide for the common defense, promote the general welfare; and sec- 
ure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity, do ordain and establish thir 
Constitution for the State of Arizona. 


ARTICLE I. 


The powers of government of the State are divided into three distinct departmenta 
The Executive, the Legislative, and Judicial; and no person or collection of persons 
belonging to one of these departments shall exercise any power properly belonging tı 
either of the others, except as hereinafter expressly directed or permitted. 


ARTICLE IL 


BILL OF RIGHTS. 


BECTION 1. Governments are instituted among men for the security of life, liberty 
and property, and derive their just powers from the consent of the governed; and t 
secure these ends, the right to alter or reform is inherent in the people. ` 

Src. 2. The union of the States of the United Stats of America is a bond of govern 

-ment supreme and indissoluble; the power of the general government over any Stat 
or people to enforce obedience to the Constitution and laws, and to punish any violo- 
tion of the same, is supreme and indisputable. 

BEC. 3. The military shall at all times be in strict subordination to the civil power 
No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any house without the consent of the 
owner; nor in time of war but in the manner prescribed by law. 

SEO. 4. The right of the people to keep or bear arms for their own defense, and thai 
of the government, shall not be infringed. The Legislature shall have the power te 
regulate the wearing of arms to prevent crime. 

Src. 5. The civil rights of the people shall not be abridged except on conviction fa 
crime, 

Bro. 6. The right of the people to be secure in their persons, houses, papers and effecp 
shall not be violated; and no warrant shall issue buton probable cause, supported by 
oath or affirmation, and particularly describing the place to be searched, and the per- 
son, or things to be seized. 

BEO. 7. No person shall be held to answer for a capital, or otherwise infamou 
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srime, unless on a presentment or indictment, of a Grand Jury, or by information 
based upon an affidavit as may be prescribed by law; except in cases arising in the 
tand or naval forces, or in the militia when in actuol service in time of war or public 
danger; nor shall any one be subject, for the same offense, to be twice put in jeopardy 
of life or limb, nor shall be compelled in any criminal case to be a witness against 
himself, nor to be deprived of life, liberty or property without due process of law. 

Sec. % In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall enjoy the right to a speedy 
and public trial by an impartial jury of the county wherein the crime shall have been 
committed; to be informed of the nature and cause of the accusation by copy of the 
same; to be confronted with the witnesses against him; depositions of non-residenta 
of the State, or invalid witnesses may be taken in the presence of himself and counsel 
asthe law may prescribe; to have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses, in his 
favor, free, and to have the assistance of counsel for his defense. 

Sec. 9% A person arrested shall immediately be taken before a magistrate having jur- 
isdiction, to be dealt with according to law: before conviction he shall not suffer 
punishment or indignity beyond the necessary precautions to prevent escape ur rescue; 
he shall be permitted to converse with counsel at all times, and with other persons at 
seasonable honrs and under safe conditions. 

Sec. 10. In suits at common law and in the trial of crimes, not felonies, the Legis. 
tature may provide that a verdict be by concurrence of three-fourths of the jury. 

BEC. 11. In suits at common law where the value in controversy shall exceed twenty 
dollars, the mght of trial by jury shall be preserved. 

Sec. 12. All prisoners shall be bailable, by sufficient sureties unless for capital of- 
tenses when the proofis evident. This provision shall not be so construed as to pre- 
vent bail after indictment, found, or information filed, upon examination of the evi- 
dénce in such manner as may be prescribed by law.- 

‘Src. 13. The writ of habeas corpus, is a writ of right and shall never be suspended. 
The Legislature shall enact laws to render the remedy speedy and effectual. 

Sre. 14. Excessive bail shall not be required. nor excessive fines imposed, nor oruel 
aor unusual punishment inflicted. 

Bro. 15. ALN courts shall be open, and every person for an injury done him in his 
tands, goods, person, or reputation, shall haye remedy by due course of law. 

Sec. 18. No bill of attainder or ez post facto law or law impairing the obligation of 
contracts shall be made. No conviction shall work corruption of blood or forfeiture of 


estate. The gold and silyercoin of the United States shall be equally a legal tender 
for all debts and obbgations contracted in this State, any contract to the contrary.note 


withstanding. 
EG. 1/7. No person shall ever be imprisoned for debt except in case of irand. 


Sxo. 18. No person shall be outlawed, nor shall any person be transported out of the 
State for any offense committed within the same. 

8xEo. 19. Perpetuities and moavpclies are contrary to the genius of free government, 
and shall never be allowed. Ali grants of corporate „or other franchises shall be sub- 
jact to legislative control, repeal or amendment. 

Src. 20. The people shall have the right in apeacable manner to assemble together 
for their common good. and apply to those invested with the powers of government, 
tor redress of grievances or other purposes, by petition, address or remonstrance. 

BEC. 21. The free exercise and enjoyment of religious profession and worship with- 
out discrimination or preference shalt forever be guaranteed in this State, and no per- 
aon shall be rendered incompetent to hold any office of trast or profit, or to serve asa 
witness or juror because of his opinion on any matterof religious belief whatever; but 
rhe jiborty of conscience hérein secured shall not be construed so as to excuse acts 
of licentiousness or justify practices inconsistent with the peace or safety of the State. 

“Sxc. 22. Bigamy and the practice of polygamy are felonies and persons found guilty 
of either shall be punished as those convicted of other felonies. $ s 

xo. 23. Every porson may freely speak, writa and publish on all subjects, being re- 
sponsible for the abuse of that liberty. 
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4 Src. 24. Elections shall be open, free and equal, and no power. civil or military, shall 
at any time interfere to prevent an untrammeled ezercise of the right of suffrage. 

Sec. 25. No property qualifications shall ever be required for any person to vote or 
hold office. 

Sec. 26. Privite proparty shill never bs taken or damaged except for public usa, 
and not then without due compensation therefor. 

Sro. 27. The following are declared to be public uses: Private ways of necessity, 
and for reservoirs, drains, flums, ditchss, roads, railroads, tramways, telephone and 
telegraph lines, pipe lines, sewers, electric lines, and bucket lines, on or across the 
lands of others for the purpose of agriculture, mining, milling, domestic, live stock or 
sanitary purposes. 

Szo. 28. No lottery shall ever be permitted in this State. 

Sxro. 29. The right-of-way over mountain pisses, and through canons is granted to 
all upon such terms and regniations as may be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 30. The railroads of this Stata are declared to be public highways. 

Bgo. 31. No person shall bə imprisoned for the parpose of securing his testimony 

onger than may be necessary to take his deposition, and then only when he fails to 
give bail to attand the taking of said deposition. Depositions so taken, if in presence 
of a defendant and his counsel, may be used in evidence. 

Src. 82. The enumeration in this Constitution of certain rights shall not be con- 
strued to deny, impair or disparage others retained by the people. 
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ARTICLE IIL. 
EXEOUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


SECTION 1. The Executive Department of this State shall consist of a Governor. 
Secretary of State, State Auditor, State Treasurer, Attorney General and Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, all’of whom shall hold their offices for a term of four years, 
and until their successors shall be clected and qualified, each of whom shall, during 
his term of office, reside and keep his office and the public records and papers belong- 
ing thereto, at tho seat of government. 

Suc. 2. Tho Chief Executive pawar of the Stato shall ba vested in the Governor. 

Sec. 8. No person shall bs cligiblo to the office of Governor who has not been a citi 
zen of the United States for a period of ten years, and of this State or Territory for a, 
period of four years prior to his election, and who has not attained the age or thirty 
years, prior thereto. + 

Src. 4. The Governor, Sscratary of State, State Auditor, State Treasurer, Attorney 
General, and Superintendent of Public Instruction shall be elected by the qualified 
electors of the State at large at the timeand place of choosing members of the Legis- 
lature. ‘ ` 

Sec. 5. The returns of each election therefor shall ba made in sunen manner as is, or 
may be prescribed by law. The person having the highest number of votes for each of 
the respective offices shall he declared duly elected therato; bnt if two or more shall 
bo equal, and highest in votes for the same office, one of them shall be elected by the 
joint vote of both houses of the Legislature, at its next session after the election at 
which such tie vote occnrred, and a majority of the votes of all the members elected to 
both houses shall ba necessary to a choice. 

Src. 6. The Governor shall be Communder-in-Chief of the military forces of the 
State, except when they are called into service'of the United States, and he may call 

ont such forces to execute tho laws, suppress insurrection and repel invasion. He shall 
have power to convene the Legislature on extraordinary occasions, and shall state the 
purposes for which the Legislaturo is convened, and the Legislature shalt be limited in 
its actions when so convened, to the purposes so stated. He shall, at the commence- 
ment of each session of the Legislature, communicate to the same by message, infor 
mation of the condition of the State, and recommend such measures as he shall deem 
expedient.  * 
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Src. 7. The Governor may at any time require information or reports in writing, 
from the officers of the Executive Department, on any subject pertaining to the duties 
of their respective offices, and he may, also, at any time require information or reports 
im writing from all- officers and managers of State institutions upon any subject, relat- 
ing to the duties, of their respective offices, the condition, management, and expenses 
of their respective offices and institutions, and all such reports or information in writ- 
img, hereinbefore named, shall be underoath. And the Governor, may, at any time he 
deems it necessary, investigate and reportupon the condition of any executive olfice or 
Stateinstitution. And the Governor shall have power to requireany of the officers above 
named for good cause, to execute and file in the proper office, additional bonds, in such 
amount and in such manner as may be provided by law. 

Seo. 8 He shall expedite all such measures as may be resolved upon by the Legisla- 
tare, and shall take care that the laws are faithfully oxecuted. 

Bc. 9. He shall have power to remit fines and forfeitures, and to grant reprieves, 
commutations and pardons after conviction, except in cases of impeachment and treas- 
on, in sach manner as may be prescribed by law, but he shall set forth in writing, fully, 
the grounds of all such remissions, reprieves, commutations and pardons, and report 
the same to the Legislature at its next session after the same sre made. ` 

Sec. 10. He shall transact all necessary business with the ollicers of the government, 
vivil and military, appertaining to business concerning the State. 

Sec. i1. Every bill which has been passed by the Legislature. shall, before it becomes 
a law, be presented to the Governor. If he approves it he shall sign it. but if not, he 
ahali return it to the house in which it originated, with his objections thereto, which 
house shall enter the objections at large npon the journal and proceed to reconsider 
it. If, after such reconsideration, two-thirds of the members elected agree to pass the 
bill, it shall be sent, together with the objections, to the other house, by which it shall 
be likewise reconsidered. and if it be approved by two-thirds of the members elected to 
that house, it shall become a law, bnt in all such cases the vote of tha two houses shall 
be determined by the yeas and nays, and the names of the members of each house vot- 
ing for and against the bill shall be entered upon the journals of ecaclt house respec- 
tively. Ifany bills be not returned by the Governor within ten. days after its presenta- 
tion to him, the same shall become a law, unless the Legislature prevents its retorn by 
adjournment, in which case it shall become a law, unless he shall within ten days after 
such adjournment file the same with his objections, in the office of Secretary of State. 

Sec. 12. The Governor shall, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, ap- 
point and commission all State officers whose election is not provided for herein or by 
law. and he may remove any officer appointed by him, or by him with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. When any oftica from any cause bacomes vacant, and no mode 
is provided by this Constitution or by Jaw for filling such vacancy, the Governor shall 
have power to fill the same by appointmenit. 

Sxro. 13. I£ the Governor bb impeached, displaced, resign, or die, or from any other 
cause whatever shall become incapable, disqualified or incompetent to perform the 
duties of his office, the Secretary of State shall act as Governor until such vacancy be 
filled, or the disability removed; and in case the Secretary of State shall also bedis- 
qualified from performing such duties, then the President of the Senate shall assume 
them and act as Governor until the disability be removed, or the vacancy filled. 

Sec. 14. Any Governor of this State who asks, receives, or agrees to receive any 
bribe, upon any understanding that his official opinion, judgment or action shall be 
infiuenced thereby, or who gives, or offers to give, or promises his official influence in 
any manner whatever, in consideration that any member of the Legislature shall give 
bis official vote or infiuence on any particular side of any sybject or matter upon which 
he is required to act in his official capacity, or who menaces, or attempts to menace any 
such member by the threatened use of his veto power, or with the threatened use of his 
official power in any manner whatever, with the intent to influence the official action 
of said member, shall be punished in the manner now, or that may hereafter be pro- 
vided by law, and in addition thereto, upon conviction, shall forfeit all right to hold or 
exercise any office of trust or honor in this State. 
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Seo. 15. A Seal of State shall be kept by the Secretary of State, used by him officially 
or under his official sanction, and called the Great Seal of Arizona, 

Sec. 186. All grants and commissions shall be issued, “In the name and by the 
authority of the State of Arizona,” signed by the Governor, and attested by the Secre- 
jary of State, and sealed with the Great Seal of the State. 

Sec. 17. The powers and duties of the Secretary of State, State Auditor, State Treas- 
urer, Attorney (eneral and Superintendent of Public Instruction, shall be such as are 
or may be prescribed by law. 

Sec. J8. Until otherwise provided by law, the Governor shall receive an annual sal- 
ary of Twenty-five Hundred Dollars; the Secretary of State, Two Thousand Dollars; the 
State Auditor. One Thousand Dollars; the State Treasurer, One Thousand Dollars; the 
Attorney General, One Thousand Dollars:and the Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
Ono Thousand Dollars; and the salaries of said officers or of any State or County officer 
shall not be increased or diminished during their term of office, and any and all fees 
and profits arising from any of said State offices shall be covered into the State 
Treasury as may be provided by law.

ARTICLE IY. 
» LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


SECTION 1. The Legislative power shall be vested in a Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, which shall be designated the Legislature of the State of Arizona, 

Sec, 2. Senators shall be elected for the term of four (4) years and Representatives 
for the term of two (2) years. The Senators elected at the first election shall he divided 
by lot into two classes as nearly equal as may be. The seats of Senators of the first- 
class shall be vacated at the expiration of the first two years, and of the second-class at 
the expiration of four years." No person shall be a Senator who has not attained the 
age of twenty-five years, or a Representative who has not attained the age of twenty-one 
years, and wno is not a citizen of the United States and of this State, and who has not 
resided in this State at least two years, and in the county or district six months next 
preceding his election. 

Sec. 3. Each county shall constitnte a Senatorial and Representative district; the 
Senate and House of Representatives shall be composed of members elected by the legal 
voters of their counties respectively, every two (2) years. They shall be apportioned 
among the said counties as nearly as may beaccording to the number of the inhabitants 
thereof. Each county shall have at least one Senator and one Representative; bat at no 
time shall the number of members of the House of Representatives be less than twice. 
nor greater than three times the number of members of the Senate. The Senate and 
Honse of Representatives first elected in pursuance of this Constitution, shall consist of 
twelvo and twenty-four members respectively. 

Src. 4. When vacancies occur in either House by death, resignation or otherwise. 
such vacancy shall be filled for the remainder of the term by special election, to be cal- 
led in such minner as may be prescribe by law. 

SEC. 5, Members of the Senate and House of Representatives shall be elected on the 
day provided by law for the general election of a member of Congress, ond their term 
of oflice shall begin on the first Monday of January thereafter. 

Sec. 6. Each member of the first Legislature, as a compensation for his services, 
shall receive Five Dollars for each days’ attendance, and fifteen cents for each mile 
traveled in going to and returning from the seat of government to his residence by the 
usual traveled route, and shall receive no other compensation, perqttisite or allowance 
whatever. No session of the Legislature after the first, which may be ninety days, shall 
exceed sixty days duration, Sundays and holidays included, except in trials by impeach- 
ment. After the first session the compensation of the members of the Legislature shall 
be as provided by law; but no Legislature shall fix its own compensation. 

Seo, 7. The Legislature shall meet atthe soat of govetnment at 12 o'clock, noon, on 
the second Tnesday of January, next succeeding the general election provided by law, 
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and at 12 o’clock, noon, on the Second Tuesday of January of each alternate year there- 
after, and at other times when convened by the Governor. 

Sec. 8. No Senator or Representative shall, during the term for which he was elected, 
be appointed to.any civil office under the State, and no member of Congress or other 


person holding an office (except that of Notary Public or an office in the militia,) un- 


der the United States or this State, shall be a member of either House during his con- 
tinnance in ottice. 

Sec. 9. No member of either house shall, during the term for which he was elected, 
receive any increase of salary or mileage under any law passed during that term. 


Sec. 10. The Senate shall, at the beginning of each regular session, and at such other 
times as may be necessary, elect one of its members President; the House of Represen- 


` tatives shall elect one of its members Speaker; each honse shall choose its other officers 


and shall judge of the election returns and qualifications of its members. 


Sec. 11. A majority of each house shall constitute a quorum to do business, but a 
smaller namber may adjourn from day to day and compel the attendance of absent 
members in such manner and under such penalties as each house may prescribe. 

Sec. 12. Each honse shall have the power to determine its roles of procedure, and 
punish its members or other persona for contempt or disorderly behavior in its pres- 
ence; to protect its members against violence or offers of bribes or private Solicitation, 
and with the concurrence of two-thirds, to expell a member: and shall have all other 
powers necessary and usnal in the Legislature of a free State; but no imprisonment by 
either Honse shall continua beyond thirty days. Punishment for contempt or disorder- 
ly behavior shall not bar a criminal prosecution for the same offense, 

Src. 13. Each honse shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and may, in its discre- 
tion, from time to time, publish the same, excent such part a5 requires secrecy, and the 
yeas and nays on any question shall, at the request of two members, be entered on the 
journal. 

Sec. 14. The sessions of cach House, and of the Committe of the Whole shall be open 
unless the business is such as requires secrery. 

Sec. 15. Neither House shall, without the consent of the other, adjourn for more 
than three days, nor to any other place than that in which the two Houses shall be 
sitting. 

Sec. 16. The members of the Legislatnre shall, in all cases except treason. felony, 
violation of their oaths of ottica, and breach of the peace, be privileged from arrest 
during their attendance at the sessions of tl - respective Houses. and in going to and 


returning from the same: and for any speech or debate in either Honse, they shall not | 


be questioned in any other place. 

Sec. 17. The sole power of impeachment shall rest in the House’ of Representatives: 
the concurrence of a majority af all the members being necessary to the exercise there- 
of. Impeachment shall he tried by the Senate, sitting for that purpose, and the Sena- 
tors shall be upon oath or affirmation to do justice according to law and evidence. 
When the Governor is on trial the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court shall preside. No 
person shall be convicted withont a concurrence of two-thirds of the Senators elected. 

Sec. 18. The Governor and other State and Judicial officers, except Justices of the 
Peace, shall be liable to impeachment for hizh crimes and misdemeanors, or malfeas- 
ance in office, but judgment in such cases shall only extend to removal from office and 
disqualification to holl any office of honor, trast or profit ander the laws of the State. 
The party, whether convicted or acquitted. shall, nevertheless, be Hable to prosecution, 
trial, judgment and punishment according to law. 

Sec. 19. All officers, not liable to impeachment, shall be subject: to removal for mis- 
conduct or malfeasance in office, in such manner as may be provided by law. 

Sec. 20. No Jaw shall be passed except by bill, and no bill shall be so altered or 
amended, on its passage throngh either House, as to change its original purpose. 

Sec. 21. Tho enacting clause of every law shall be as follows: “Beit enacted by the 
Legislature of the State of Arizona.”

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Sec. 22. No bill for the appropriation of money, ezcept for the expenses of the Gov- 
, ernment, shall be introduced within five (5) days of the close of the session, except by 
unanimous consent of. the House in which it is sought to be introduced. 


Sc. 28. No billshall be considered or becomo a law unless referred to a committee, 
returned therefrom and printed for the use of the members; nor shall any bill have the 
force of a law until it has been read at length on three several days in each House: 
but in case of imperative public necessity, which necessity must be stated in a pream- 
bie. or in the body of the bill; two-thirds of the House in which the bill may be pent 
ing may suspend this rule, the yeas and nays peing taken on the question of suspension, 
and entered upon the journals. = 

Sec. 24. No bill, except general appropriation bills. and bills for the codification 
and general revision of the laws, shall be passed containing more than one subject, 
which subject shall be clearly expressed in itstitle, but if any subject is embraced in 
any act which is not expressed in its title, such act shall be void only as to so much 
thereof as shall nat be so expressed. 

Src. 25. No bill shall become a law, except by a vote of a majority of all the mem- 
bers elected to each House, nor, unless on its final passage, the vote be taken by ayes 
and nays and the names of those voting be entered on the journal. 

Src. 26. No law shall be revised or amended or the provisions thereof extended by 
referenco to its title only, bat so much thereof as is revised, amended or extended shall 
be re-enacted and published at length. 

Sec. 27. The Legislature shall not pass local or special laws in any of the following 
enumerated cases, that is to say: For granting divorces; laying out, opening, altering

Said Legislature shall prescribe by law 
the number and‘ compensation of the officérs and employees of each House, andino 
payment shall be made from the State Treasury, or be in any way authorized to any 
xach person except to an acting officer or employee elected or appointed in pursuance 
of law.

andits committees shall be performed under contract, to be given to the lowest responsi- 
ble bidder below such mazimum price and onder such regulations as may be prescribed 
vy law. No member or o‘ficer of any ‘department of the Government shal) be in any 

way interested in any such contract, and all such contracts shall be subject to the ap- 
oroval of the Governor and State Treasurer. 

Src. 82. Except as otherwise provided in this Constitution no Iaw shall extend the 
germ of any public officer or increase or diminish his salary or emoluments after his 
election or appointment, but this shall not be constraed to forbid the Legislature from 
fixing the salaries or emoluments of those officers first elected or appointed under this 
Constitution, if such salaries or emoluments are not fixed by its provisions. 

BEC. 33. All bis for raising revenue shall originate in the House of Representa- 
tives, but the Senate may propose amendments as in case of other bills. 

BEC. 34. The general appropriation bills shall embrace nothing but appropriations 
for the ordinary expenses of the Legislative, Executive and Judicial Departments ‘of 
the State, interest on public debt and for public schools. All other appropriation’ 
shall bemade by separate bills, each embracing but one subject. 

Sec. 85. Except for interest on public debt money shall be paid out of the Treasury 
ony on appropriations by the Legislature, and in no case otherwise than upon warrant 
drawn by the proper officer in pursuance of law. 

Sxc. 36. No appropriation shall be made for charitable, industrial. edneational or 
benevolent purposes, to any person, corporation or community not under the absolate 
control of the State, nor to any denominational or sectarian institution or association. 

Bec. 87. The Legislature shall not delegate to any special commissioner, private 
corporation or association any power to make, supervise or interfere with any munici- 
pal improvements, moneys, property or effects, whether held in trast or otherwise. nor 
to levy tazes, nor tu perform any municipal functions whatever. 

SEC. 38. No act of the Legislature shall authorize the investment of trust funds by 
exe utors, administrators, guardians or trustees in the bonds or stock of any private 
corporation. 

Sec. 39. The Legislature shall have no power to pass any law authorizing the State, 
or any county in the State or municipal corporation, to contract any debt or obligation 
in aid of any private enterprise, nor to give or loan its credit to or in aid of the same; 
but neither the State nor any political subdivision thereof shall be prohibited from 
loaning its credit or giving aid to the construction and maintainanco of railroad, toll 
roads, street railways, canals, reservoirs, water works, sewers or bridges; provided that 
the proposition to lend such aid shall first be submitted to a vote of the qualified elec- 
tors of the political subdivision affected thereby, and two-thirds of teie voting shall 
rote in favor th^reof. 

SEC. 40. Every order, resolution or vote in shih the concurrence of both Houses 
may be necessary, except on the question of adjournment or relating solely to the 
transaction of the business of the two Houses, shall be presented to the Governor, and 
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before it shall take effect be approved by him, or, on being disapproved, be repassed by 
two-thirds of both Houses, as prescribed in the case of a bill. 

Src. 41, A member who has a personal or private interest in any measure or bill pro- 
posed or pending befére the Legislature shall disclose the fact to the House of which he 
is a member, and shall not vote thereon. 


APPORTIONMENT. 


Section 1. One Representative in the Congress of the United States shall be elected 
from the State at large, at the first general election under this Constitution, and there 
after at such times and places, and in such manner as may be prescribed by law. When 
a new apportionment shall be made by Congress, the Legislature shall divide the State © 
into congressional districts accordingly. 

Sro. 2. Until an apportionment of Senators and Representatives is otherwise pro 
vided by law, they shall be divided among the several counties of the State in the fol 
lowing manner: Apache county, one member of the Senate, and two members of the 
Houee of Representatives; Coconino, one Senator and one Representative; Cochise 
one Senator and three Representatives; Gila, one Senator and one Representative. 
Graham, one Senator and two Representatives; Maricopa. one Senator and four Repre- 
sentatives; Mohave, one Senator and one Representative; Pima, one Senator and fou 
Representatives; Pinal, one Senator and two Representatives; Yavapai, one Senator and 
three Representatives; Yama, one Senator and one Representative. And the several 
counties of the State shall elect one Senator at large. 


ARTICLE Y.

v BEGTION 1. The Judicial power of the State of Arizona shall be vested in one Ss 
preme Court, District Courts, Probate Courts, Justices of the Peace, and such inferia: 
courts for incorporated cities, towns and Villages as may be provided by law.

SEC. 2. The Supreme Court shall consist of three judges, and shall have origina: 
jurisdiction in quo warranto. in mandamus and habeas corpus, and appellate jurisdie 
tion in all other cases. One of said judges shall be Chief Justice; two shall constitus 
g quorum, and the concurrence of the two shall be necessary to every decision. 

Src. 3. The judges of the Supreme Court shall be elected by the qualified electors ot 
the State at large, and, except the first election for judges under this Constitution, saic 
judges shall be elected at general elections. 

Sec. 4. The term of office of the judges of the Supreme Court, except as in this arts 
cle otherwise provided. shall be six years, and they shall hold their offices until ther 
successors are duly qualified. 

Bro. 5. The judges of the Supreme Court shall, immediately after the first electiox 
ander this Constitution, be classified by lot, so that one shall hold his office for the 
term of two years, one for the term of four years, and one for the term of six year 
from the first Monday in January, after the Constitution takes effect. The lots shal: 
be drawn by the judges, who shall for that purpose assemble at the seat of government 
and they shall cause the result thereof to be certified to the Secretary of the Territory 
and filed in his office, unless the Secretary of the State of Arizona shall have enterec 
upon the duties of his office, in which event said certification shall be filed therein 
The judge having the shortest term,to serve, not holding his office by election or ay 
pointment to fill a vacancy, shall be Chief Justice, and shall preside at all terms of the 
Supreme Court, and in case of his absence, the judge having in like manner the nex 
shortest. term to serve, shall preside in his stead. 

~—~Brc. 6 There shall be a clerk and also a reporter of the Supreme Court, who shal; 
be appointed by the judges thereof. and who shall hold their offices during the pleasar 
of the judges, and whose duties and emoluments shall be prescribed by law and by rule 
of the Supreme Court not inconsistent with law. The Legislature shall make provisior 
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for the publication and distribution of the decisions of the Supreme Conrt and for the 
sale of the published volumes thereof. 

Src. 7. No person shali be eligible to the office of Judge of the Supreme or District 
Courts unless he be learned in the law, be at least thirty years of age and a citizen of 
the United States, nor unless he shall have resided in the State or Territory of Arizona 
three years next preceding his election and in the district one year. 

Sro. & No duties shall be imposed by law upon the Supreme Court, or any of the 
judges thereof, except such as are judicial, nor shall any of the judges thereof exercise 
any power of appointment except as herein provided. 

SEC. 9 Thestyle of process shall be: “The State of Arizona.” AN prosecutions 
shall be carried on in the name and by the authority of the State of Arizona, and con- 
clade, "against the peace and dignity of the State of Arizona.” There shall he at least 
three terms of the Supreme Court in each year, as may be provided by law. Until the 
law does so provide, the Court may, by an order entered of record, fix the time and 
places of such terms of court. 

Sec. 10. Any vacancy happening by death, resignation or otherwise. in the office of 
Judge of the Supreme Court, shall b> filled by appointment by the Governor, which 
appointment shall continue until the first general election thereafter, when said vacan- 
cy shall be filled by election. 

Bec. 11. Incase a Judge of the Supreme Court shall be-in any way interested in a 
cause brought before said court, the remaining judges of said court shall call one of 
the District Judges not interested, to sit with them, on tho hearing of said cause.

Brc. 12, Until otherwise provided by law, the State shall bo divided into three ju- 
dicial districts. The counties of Graham, Cochise and Pima shall constitute the first 
district; the counties of Yuma, Maricopa, Gila and Pinal shall constitute the second 
district, and the counties of Mobave, Yavapai, Coconino and Apache shall constitute 
the third district. 

Src. 18. One judge shall be elected from each district, who shall hold his office for a 
term of four years. The term of the first District Jadges elected under this Constitution 
shall terminate four years after the first day of January, after this Constitution takes 
effect. 

Src. 14. The District Courts shall have original general jurisdiction of all causes in 
law and equity, and such appellate jurisdiction as may be provided by law, and shall 
bold at least two terms each year in each county. 

Sec. 15. Appels and writs of error shall ba allowed from the District Conrt to the 
Supreme Court from all final determinations, and from all determinations affecting 
substantial rights. 

See. 16. Any Judge of the Supreme Court may, in cases of emergency, sit as a Dis- 
trict Judge. A Judge of the District Court shall be designated by the Supreme Court 
to cit in the Supreme Court, to hear and determino appeals from causes heard before a 
Judge of the Supreme Court sitting as a District Judge. 

SEC. 17. The compensation of the Supreme Judges shall be Four Thousand ($4,000) 
Dollars, and District Judges shall ba Three Thousand Five Hundred ($3,500) Dollars 
per annom,. 

Gro. 18. The Legislature may provide that at the end of the first term of office of 
District Judges herein provided, the number of Judicial Districta may ba increased by 
one. An increase may be made thereafter, but not before four years have elapsed since 
the last increase, and by not more than one District at a time. Each increase shall 
be only when two-thirds of each House shall concur therein. Sach increase of Districts 
shall not affect the official term of any Judge. Tlections for Judges of such new Dis- 
tricts shall be only when the Judges of the other Districts are elected. 

Src. 19. A Judge of the Supreme or District Court shall not practice law in any 
Court.

Quo. 20. There shall be established in each county a Probate Court which shall be a

The Probate Court shall have original jurisdiction in all probate and testa- 
mentary matters, the appointment of admini+trators and guardians, the settlement of 
accounts of executors, administrators and guardians, and-snch other probate jurisdie- 
tion as is now or may be conferred upon it, and in proceedings for the collection of 
taxes and assessments; provided, that the Legislature may, by local or general law, in- 
crease the jurisdiction r Ë Probate Courts as follows, to-wit: -By giving said court in 
any county concurrent jurisdiction with the District Court in all actions at Jaw where 
the amount in controversy does not exceed one thousand dollars, and where the title to 
real estate is not in question, and in all criminal actions below the grade of felony. 

Src. 22. Appeals from all matters of Probate shall be to the District Court where 
the trial shall be de novo. , 

Sro. 28. The qualifications of the Judges of Probate Courts in counties where the 
jurisdiction of said courts shall have been increased, shall be the same as those ofa | 
District Judge, except that he shall be a resident of the county at the time of his election. 


JUSTICES OF THE PEACE. 


Src. 24. The Legislature shall provide for the election of Justices of the Peace, in 
each county in this State. They shall have jurisdiction in all actions at law, where the 
amountin controversy, exclusiye of costs, does not exceed three huncred dollars, and 
where the title to real estate is not in issne: and shall have snch jurisdiction to hear 
and determine cases of misdemeanor as may be provided by law.

SEC. 6. There shali be annually assessed and collected in the same manner as ` 
other State revenue may be assessed and ecllected, and returned to the State Trea - 
urer, a tax of one mill upon each dollar's worth of taxable property, in addition to 
all other taxes, to be applied as follows, viz: The fund so crested shall be kept separ- 
ate, and shall, annually, on the first day of January be apportioned and paid over 
pro rata upon all such State indebtedness as may for that purpose te presented by 
the holders of the same, to be entered as a credit upon, and to that extent, in extin- 
guishment of the principal o° said indebtedness. If no indebtedness be presented 
the rund shall be a sinking fund to be devoted to the extiuguishmeut of the prin- 
cipal ef the State debt. When sufficient money has been accumulated in the sink- 
ing funds to liquidate outstanding indebtedness, this Section shall cease to be oper- 
ative. And there shall beannually assessed and collectedin euch county whose debt 
exceedsin the aggregate Fifty Thousand ($50,000) Dolla's, in like manner, a tax of 
one half mill, as aforesaid, the fund to be applied in the same way 1u extinguish- 
ment of county debts. The Legislature may provided by law for the investment of 
any balances of the sinking fnnds in the State and county securities until the funds 
can be devoted to extinguishment of the indebvedness. 

SEC. 7. The State Treasurer shall keep a separate account of each fund in his 
bands, and shall, at the end of each quarter of the fiscal yenr, report to the Goyer- 
norin writing under oath, the amount of all moneys’ in “ns hands, to the credit of 
every such fund; the place where the same are ker tor deposited. and the number 
and amount of every warrant received, and the nuinber and amountof every war- 
tant paid therefrom during the quarter, Wilfu‘ly swearing falsely to any such re- 
port, shall be deemed 'perjury. The Governor shall cause every such report to be 
immediately published in at least one newspaper, printed atthe seat of government, 
and otherwise as the Legislature may require, The Legislature may provide by law 
for further regulations for the safe keeping and management of the public funds in 
the hands of the Treasurer. But notwithstanding any such regulations the Treas- 
arer and his sureties, in all cases, shall be held responsivi!e therefor. ,

town, school district or other public fund,or using the same for any purpose not

Szc. 9. There shall be a State Board of Equalization composed of the Secretary of 
State, State Auditor, and Treasurer. The Juties of the State Board of Equalization 
shall be to assessand equalize, at their actual value, the franchises, roadways, road- 
beds, rails and rolling stock and all other property used in the operation of al) rail- 
roads and other common carriers, except machine shops, rolling mills, hotels, and 
station houses in this State, which shall be assessed by the local assessor in the seyv- 
eral counties where situated. Such assessed valuation shall be apportioned to tha 
counties in which said roads and common carriers are located, as a basis for taxa- 
tion of such property; provided, that the assessment so made shall not apply to in- 
corporated towns and cities. Said Board shall perform such other duties as may be 
prescribed by law 


There shall be'a County Board of Equalization in each county of this 
State, composed of the Board of Supervisors of the respective counties The duty

No debt in excess of the inxes fr the current year shallin any manner be 
created in the State of Arizona, unless the proposition to create such debt shall baye 
been submitted toa vote of the people, ard by them approved, except to suppress in- 
surrection or to provide for the public defense. 

Sec,3, No county in the State of Arizona shall in any manner create auy indebt- 
edness, excluding detts existing at the adoption of this Constitution, exceeding two 
per centum on the assessed value of taxable property in such county, as shown hy 
the last ‘general assessment preceding; provided, however, that an} county, ¢ity, 
town, village or other sub-division of t œe State of Arizona, may bond its pubhe debt 
existing at the time of the edoption of this Constitution. 7. 

Sec. 4. No debt in excess of the taxes for the current year shall in any manner be 
created by any county or sub-division thereof, orany city, town or village or any 
sub-dryision thereof, in the tate of Arizona, unless the proposition to create such 
debt sha’l have been submitted toa vote of the people thereof, and by them ap 
proved. 

SEC. 5. No city, town or village, or any sub-division thereof, or any sub-division 
of any county of the State of Arizona, shall in any r.anner create any indebtedness 
exceeding two per centum on the assessed value of the taxable property herein; 
provided, however, that any city, town or village may be authorized to create in ad- 
ditional indebtedness uot exceeding four per centum on the assessed value of the 
taxable property therein, as-shown by the last preceding general assessment i. r the 
purpose of building sewerage therein. Debts contracted for supplying water to such 
city or town, and the debt existing at the time of the adoption of this Constitution 
are excepted from the operation of this Section 

Src. 6. No money shall be paid out of the State Treasury except upon appropria- 
tion by law and a warrant drawn by the proper officer, and no bdiils, claims, aG 
counts, or démiands against the State, or ans county or political sub-division there 
of, shall be audited, allowed or paid until a full itemized statement in writing veri- 
fied. by affidavit, shall be filed with the offi.er or officers whose duty it may be te 
audit the same. 

Sec. 7. No bond orevidence of indebtedness of the State shall be yalid unlest 
the seme shall have endorsed thereon a certificate signed by the Anditor and Secre 
tary of Siate, that the bond or evidence of debt is issued pursuant io law, and is 
within the debtlimit. Nobondof any conuty or bond of any townsbip or other pol- 
itical sub-division, shall be valid unless the same shali have endorsed thereon a cer 
tificate signed by the Chairman ofthe Board of Supervisors, or other ofiicer author 
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ized by law to sign such certificate, stating that said ben lis issued pursuant to lew, 
and is within the debt limit. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


EDUCATION, 


FFCTION 1. The Legislature at its first session after the adoption of this Constitu 
tion, shall establish and maintain a uniform system of frec eemmon schools, 

Sec. 2. The schools shall be open to all children of the State of Arizona, excepting 
the children of Indians not taxed. 

Sec. 3. All common schools, universites and other educational institutions, for 
the suppor’ af +» ich lands haye heen granted to the State, or which are supported 
bya public tax, shall remni - under the absolute and exclusive control of the State, 
and no money rai-ed for the support of the public schools of the State shall be appro- 
priated or used for the support ofany educational institution, wholly, or m part, 
under sectarian or ecelesiistical control, No religious test er qnaliteation shall 
ever be required of any person asa condition of admission into any public educa- 
tional institution of the State, either ans teacher or student. No sectarian or religious 
tenets or doctrines shall ever be tanghtin the public schaols, nor snail any books, 
papers, tracts or documents of a political, sectarian or denominational character be 
used or introd: ced m any school established under the provisions of this Article. 
All public school exervises in thisSrate shall be conducted in the English language, 
and all teachers employed in the educational institutions under the control of the 
State shal be citizens of the United States. 

Sec.4. The geneial supervision of the common schools of the State shall be vested 
in a Board of Eduentron, e nsisting of the Governor, the Superintendent of Public 
instruction, and the State Treasurer, the powers aird duties of which shall be pre- 
scribed by law, and who Shall serve as such Bourd without compensation. . 

Sec. 5. A Superintendent of Fublie Instruction shal] be elected, whose term of of 
fice, powers, duties and cumpensation shell be prescribed by law.

Provided, that the proceeds ofall lands that have been heretofore, or may 
hereafter he appropriated or granted for the maintenance of Territorial Normal 
Schools, shall he nviolably applied to the specife use of the original grant. 

The Legislature shall provide for the dispo-al of the lands heretofore 
granted or which may hereufter be granted to the State for educational purposes, by 
lease and sale, the proceeds of which shall constitute a permanent and inviolate fund 
the interest of which, only, shall be used, and forthe equitable distribution of such 
interest within the counties of the State, in proportion to the child en of school age 
thereof.

SEcTION L. Every male citizen of the United states of the age of twenty-one years 
and upwards (excentidiuis, lunatics, soldiers, seamen, or marit ers in tne army ar 
navy of the United Suites, Indians not taxed, and persons convicted of any mfamout 
or capital ermen who bas resided in the State or Territory one year and in the 
county wherein snch residence is located ninety days next preceding any election. 
shall be entitled to vote xt such election, provided that in school elections there 
shull be no denial of the elective franchise on aceuunt of sex. X 

SEC. 2. Nothing herein shall be construed to deprive any person of the right to 
vote who has such right at the time of the adoption of this Consticuti n. 

The Legislature shail be empowered to make further extensions of suit- 
frage hereafter, at its discretion, to all citizens of mature and sound mind, not con- 
victed ofany capital or fufamous crime, without regard to sex. But no law extend 
ing or restricting the risht of suffrage shall be enforced until adopted by a majority 
of the electors of the State voting ava general election.

Zminutes 59 seconds 25-100 of longitude west of Greenwich; thence north with that 
degree to the place of beginning. ~ 

Sec.3. There shall bea seal of the State which shail be kept by the Secretary of 
ate, and shall be called the “Great Seal of the State of Arizona," and the seal of the 
Territory of Arizona shall be the seal of the State until otherwise provided by law. 


ARTICLE XIV, 
COMPACT WITH THE UNITED STATES. a 


_ SECTION I. The State of Arizona is an inseparable part of the Federal Union, and 
the Constitution of the United States is the supreme law o£ the land. 

Bec. 2, The legal debts aud liabilities of the Territory shall be assumed and paid 
ay this State. 

Sec. 3. The people inhabiting this State do agreeand declare that they forever 
Sisclaim ell right and title to the unppropriated public lands lying within the boun- 
diaries thereof, and to all lands lying within said limits owned or held by any Indian 
or Indian tribes, and thatuntil the title thereto shall have heen extinguished by the 
United States, the same shall be and remain subject to the disposition of the United 
Mates, and ssid Indian lands shall remain under the absolute jurisdiction and con 
trol of the Congress of the United States; that tus lands or other property belonging 
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to citizens of the "nited States residing without this State, shall never be taxed ata 
higher rate than the Jands oro+her property belonging to residents thereof; that no 
tax shall be imposed by the State on lands or property therein, belonging to o 
which may hereaiter be purchased by the United States or reserved for its use. But 
nothing herein shall preclude the State from taxing as other lands are taxed any 
Jands owned or held by any Indian who has severed his tribal relations, and has ob- 
tained from the United States or from any person or source, & title thereto by patent 
or other grant, save and except such lands as have been or may be granted to any 
Indian or Indians underany act of Congress containing a provision exempting the 
lands, thus granted, from taxation; but all such lands shail be exempt from taxation 
by this State so long and to such extent as such Act of Congress may prescribe. 


ARTICLE XV. 
‘COUNTY GOVERNMENT. 


SecTION 1, The several counties in the Territory of Arizona as they shall exist at 
the time of the admission of said Territory as a State, are hereby declared to be the 
counties of the State of Arizona, 

Sec, 2. The Legislature shall provide by general law for organizing new counties, 
locating the county seats thereof temporarily, and changing county lines; but no 
new county shall be formed that does not contain at least one thousand square 
miles, and shall leave the county or counties from which it is formed to contain not 
Jess than one thousand square miles each, and that shall also contain within the 
limits of stid new county property of the value of one million dollars as shown by 
the last preceding tax returns; and not then unless the old county or counties from 
which it is formed shall each be left to contain at least one and one half million dœ- 
lars of taxable property as shown by said last tax returns, And no new county shal} 
be organized nor shall any old county be so reduced as to contain & popniation of 
Jess than fifteen hundred actual and bona fide inhabitants. 

Sec. 3. Every new county shall assume and be holden forits pro rata of the in. 
debtedness of the county or counties {rom which it may be formed. 

Ssc. 4. The Legislature shall establish, subject to this article, a system of county 
governments which Shall be uniform throughout the State; and by general laws 
shall provide for township and precinct organization and government, 

Sec, 5. The Legislature shall provide by general and uniform laws for the election 
biennially, in cach of the several counties of this State, of a Board of Supervisors, 
Sheriff who shall be ex-officio Tax Assessor until otherwise provided by law. 

A County Treasurer who shall be ex-officio Tax Collector until otherwise provided 
by law. 

A. Probate Judge who shall be ex-officio County Superintendent of public schools 

A County Glerk who shall pe Clerk of the District Court, and County Recorder 
until otherwise provided by law, and a District Attorney, 

The Legislature shall provide for the strict accountability of county, township 
precinct and municipal officers, forall money and fees which may be collected by 
them, or shall officially come into their hands, 

SEC. 6, The Sheriff, Clerk and ex-officio Recorder may be empowered by the 
County Board of Supervisors to appoint such deputies and clerical assistance as the 
business of their offices may require; and said deputies and clerical assistance shal! 
receive such compensation as may be fixed by the Board of Supervisors, 

Sec. 7. The officers provided for herein shall receive such compensation for then 
annual services as may be provided by law. 

SEC., 8. The Legislature shall provide by general law, for such regulation of county 
government and the election and compensation of such county officers as may be 
come necessary.

STATE INSTITUTIONS. 


* BECTION 1. Educational, reformatory an penal institntions, and those for the 
benefit ol the insane, blind, deaf and dumh, and such other public institutions as 
“the public good may require, may be established, and shall be maintained and con- 
trolled by the State,in such manner, and under such regulations, as mAy be pre- 
scribed by law. ` 
Sec. 2. All property and institutions of the Territory of Arizona shall, upon the

CORPORATIONS. 


SEcTION 1, All existing charters or grants of special or exclusive privileges under 
which the corporstors or grantees shall not have organized and commenced busi- 
ness in good faith at the timevf the adoption of this constitution shall thereafter have 
no validity except such corporations or grantees whose time to organize under their 
charter or grant hes not expired at the time of the mìnption of this Constitution.

The right of eminent domain shall never be abridged, or construed so as to 
prevent the Legislature from taking the property and franchise of incorporations 
and subjecting them to pnb‘ic use the same as the property of the individual citizen. 

All fictitious increase of capital stock or indebtedness of corporations shall 
be void. 

Sec. 8S. Any corporation existing under the laws of the Territory prior to the 
adoption of this Constitution may by resolution of its directors, authenticated by 

. the signatures of its officers, and seal, elect to come under and enjoy the conditions 
aud udvantages of this ar:icle by filing said resolution in the office of the Secretary 
of State. 

Sec. 9. Any president, director, manager, cashier or other officer of any banking 
institution who shall receive or assent to the reception of deposits of money after he 
shail have knowledge of the fact that such banking institution is insolvent, shall be 
individually responsible for sucn deposits so received and shall be punished crim-

Sec. 10. All corporations shall always he subject to the power of the State. 


ARTICLE XVIII 
WATER AND WATER RIGHTS, 


SECTION 1. All natural streams and lakes within the boundaries of this State, cap- 
able of being used for the purposes of navigation or irrigation, are hereby declared 
to bethe p.upercy of the State. 
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Sec. 2, The common law doctrine of-riparian water rights shall never be applied 
in this State, nor shall the right t use water hé@retofore lawfully appropriated to

SEC. 4. The right of individuals or corporations to construct reservoirs and im- 
pound and sppropriate the surplus and Hiécd ws ters in this State, for sale, rental, 
domestic, stock, or any beneficial purpose, shall never be denied, The first locator 
of a reservoir right shall heave priority. A failure tu construct reservoirs and tanals 
within a reasonable time after location, and a failure touse reasonable diligence to 
maintain the same so as to supply water, shall be held to worka forfeiture of such 

. right. ` 

SEC. 5, Fyery appropriator of water shall use the same reasonably and econom- 
ically. 

Sec: 6. The mode and manner of acquiring and exercisingall of said rights shall 
be subject, to Legislative control. 

SEC. 7. The Legislature shall have power to authorze the organization of districts 
and the creation ofa debt for the construction or purchasing of dams, canals and 
ditches nnd other appliances tequired to supply water to land in said districts; but 
such debt, principal and interest, shall subject only the lands benefitted or reclaim- 
ed to taxation to pay the same. 7 

Sec. 8. The Legislature shall pass laws requiring the owner or owners of every 
ditch or canal from which water is rented or sold tu other parties, to use reasonable 
diligence in keeping such ditch or canal in such good condition and repair as to sup 
ply the water required.

Any amendment or amendments to this Constitution may be proposed 
in either branch of the Legislature, and if same shall be agreed to by a majority of 
the members of each of the two houses, voting separately, such proposed amendment 
or amendments shall, with the yeas and nays thereon, be entered on their journale 
and iy shall be the duty of the Legislature to submit such amendment or amend- 
ments to the el ectors of the State at the next general election, and cause the same 
to be published without delay for at least six consecutive weeks prior to said elee 
tion, in not.jess than one newspaper of general circulation published in each coun- 
ty; andifa majority of the electors shall ratify the same, such amendment or 
amendments shall become a part of this Constitntion. 

SEC. 2. If two or more amendments are proposed, they shall be submitted in suck 
manner that the ele~tors shall vote for or against each of them separately. 

Sec. 3. Whenevere majority of the members elected to each branchof the Legis 
lature shall deem it necessary: to calla convention to amend or revise this Constitu 
tion, they shall submit the Proposition to the next succeeding Legislature and ifs 
majority elected,to eich branch of that Legislature shall concur therein, they shall 
recommend to tigjeléctors Yate at the next general election for or against a Con 
vention, arid 1f rity: = electors voting at said election shall have voted 
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same;and such Convention shall consist of a number of members not less than 
doubie the number of the most numerous branch of the Legislature. 

Sec. 4. Any constitution adopted by such convention shall have no validity until 
it has been submitted to and adopied by the people. 


ARTICLE XXIL 
SCHEDULE. 
. SECTION 1. That no inconvenience may arise from a change of the Territorial 
government to a permanent State government, it {s declared thatall writs, actions, 
prosecuticns, claims, liabilities and obligations against the Territory of Arizona, of 
whatever nature, and rights of individuals, and of bodies corporate, shall continue 
as if no change had taken place in this government, 

And all process which may, before the organization of the Judiciary Department 
under this Constitution, be issued under the authority of the Territory of Arizona, 
shall be as valid as if issued in the name of the State. a 

SEC. 2, All property, real and personal, and all moneys, credits, claims and choses 
in action belonging to the Territory of Arizona atthe time of the adoption of this 
Constitution, shall be vested in and become the property of the State of Arizona, 

Sec, 3. All laws now in force in the Territory of Arizona, which are not repugnant 
to this Constitution, shall remain in force until they expire by their own imitation. 
or shall be altered or repealed by the Legislature. 

Sec. 4. All fines penalties, forfeitures and escheats, accruing to the Territory of 
Arizona, shall accrue to the use of the State. 

8Ec.5. Alrrecognizances, bonds, obligations or other undertakings heretofore 
taken, or which may be taken beforethe organization of the judicial department, 
under this Constitution, shall remain valid, and shall pass over to and may be pros- 
ecuted in the name ot the State, and all bonds, obligations or other undertakings 
executed to this Territory, or by any officer in his official capacity, shall pass over 
to the proper State authority and their successors in office, for the uses therein re- 
spectively expressed, and may be sued for and recovered accordingly. Ali criminal 
prosecutions and penal actions which have arisen or which may arise before the or- 
ganization of the judicial department under this Constitution, and which shall then 
be pending mxy be prosecuted to judgment and execution im the name of the State. 

SEc. 6. All officers, civil and military, holding their offices and appointments in 
this Territory, under authority of the United States, or under the authority of this 
Territory, shall continue to hold and exercise their respective offices and appoint- 
ments until the State governmeut becomes operative under this Constitution, 

SEC. 7, This Constitution shall be submitted for adoption or rejection to & vote of 
the qualined electors of this Territory, atan election to be held om the first Tuesday 
in Decemoer, A.D 1891. Said election, as nearly as may he, shall be ordered and 
conducted in all respects in the same manner as provided by the laws of the Ter- 
ritory, except that persons entitled to vote for or against the adoption of this Consti- 
tution, shall be as follows to-wit: All male persons oyer twenty-one years of age, 
excluding Indians not taxed, who shall not have been convicted of any capital or 
infamous crime, and who shall be citizens of the United States, and whe shall haye 
actually resided in the Territory for sixty days, and in the county for tev days next 
preceding the election. No registration of electors shall be required for the purpose 
of voting at the election herein provided for. The Governor ofi the Territory shall 
make proclamation of the time of the submission of this Constitution. to the electors 
of the Territory at least thirty (80) days before the time fixed for submission, and he 
shall canse said proclamation to be published in at least one newspaper published in 
each county of the Territory. At the said election the ballots shall be in the folk w- 
ing form: “For the Constitution, ‘Yes’ ‘No.’" Any person may, have printed or 
written on his ballot only the words “For the Constitution” or “Against the Consti- 
tution” and such ballots shall be counted for or against the Constitution accordingly. 
Ali votes cast at such election, for or against said Constitution; shall be counted and 
returned to the Secretary of the Territory in the sams. manner as votes for delegates 
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to Congress, and he shell canvass and make known the result within forty days 
after suid election, and the Governor is required to-declare the result of the vote cami 
and returned, on the adoptivun or rejection of the Constitution, by proclamation, 
when the same is ceftified to him by the Secretary of the Territory. 

Sec. 8 This Constitution shall take effect and be in full force immediately upon 
the adminssicn of the Territory as a State, 

Sec. 9. Immediatcly upon the admission of the Territory as a State, the Governak 
of the Territory, or, in case of his absence or failure to act, the Secretary of the Tet- 
ritory, or, in ease of his absence or failure to act, the President of tnis convention, 
shall issue a proclamation which shall be published and a copy thereof mailed te 
the vhairman of the Board of Supervisors of each county, callingan election by the 
people for all State, districtund other offic-rs, created and made elective by this 
Constitution, and fixing a day for such election, which shall not be less than forty 
days after the date of such proclamation, nor more than ninety days after the admis- 
sion of the Territory asa State. 

Sec. 10. The Boards of Supervisors of the seyeral counties shall thereupon order 
such elecijon for said day, and shall cause notice thereof to be given in the manner 
and for the length of time provided by the laws of the Territory in cases of general 
elections for delegates to Congress and county and other offices. Every qualified 
electot of the Territory who shall have been registered at the date of said electian 
shall be entitled to vote thereat. Said election shall be conducted in -all respects im 
the sag e manner as provided by the laws of the Territory for general elections, and 
the returns therecf shall] be made to the Canvassing Board hereinafter provided for, 

Sec. 11. Tue Governor, Secretary of the Territory and President of this Convention, 
ora mujority of them, shail constitute a Board of Canvassers to canvass the vote 
of sueh election for members of Congress. Judges of the Supreme Court, all State 
and district officers and members of the Legislature. The said board shall assemble 
atthe seat of governmeut of the Territory on the thirtieth (80) day after the day af 
such election (or on the followihg day if such day fall on Sunday) and proceed to 
canvass the votes for all State and district officers, Judges of the Supreme Gourt and 
members of the Legislature, in the manner provided by the lews of the Territory for 
canvassing the vote for delegate to Congress, and they shall issue certificates oi 
election to the persons found to be elected to said offices, severally, and shall male 
and file with the Secretary of the Territory an abstract certificate by them, of the 
number of votes cust for each person, for each of said offices and of the total number 
of votes cast in each county 

SEC, 12, Al officers elected at such election, except mem? ers of the Legislature, 
shall, within thirty days after they have been declared elected. tuke the oath se 
quired by law,and give the same bond required by the law of the Territory to be 
given in case of like officers of the Territory or district, and shall thereupon enter 
upon the dunes of theif respective offices, except as otherwise provided in this Coa- 
stitution. but the Legislature may require by law all such officers to give other or 
further bonds as a condition of their continuance in office. 

Bec 13. The Governor-elect of the State immediately upon his qualifying and em- 
tering upon the duties of his office. shall issue his proclamation cunvening the Leg 
islature of the State at the seat of government, or a day to be named in said procin 
mation, and which shall not be less than thirty nor more than sixty days after tbe 
date of said proclamation. Within teu days after the organization of the Legislatune 
both houses of the Legislature shall then and there proceed to elect as provided by 
law, two Senators of the United States, for the State of Arizona. Atsaid election 
the two persons who shall receive the majority of ail votes cast by said Senators and 
Representatives shall be elected as such United States Senators, and shall be so đe- 
clared by the presiding officers of both houses. x 

The presiding officers of the Senate and House shall issue a certificate to each af 
said Senators certifying his election, which certificates shall also be signed by tee 
Governor and attested by the Secretary of State, 
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SEC. 14. The Legislature shall pass all necessary laws to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of this Constitution, 

Src. 15. Whenever any two of the Judges of the Supreme Court of the State, 
alected under the provisions cf this Constitution, shall have qualified in their of- 
"Aces, the causes then pending in the Supreme Court of the Territory on appeal or 
writ of error from the Distriet Court of any county or subdivision within the limits 
‘of this State, and the papers, records and proceedings of said court, Shall pass into 
the jurisdiction and possession of the Supreme Court of the State, except as other- 
wise provided in the Enabling Act of Congress, and until so suspended, the Supreme 
Court of the Territory, and the judges thereof, shall continue with like power and 
jurisdiction, as if this Constitution had not been adop’ ed. 

Whenever the Judge of the District Court of auy district, elected underthe provis- 
tons of this Constitution, shall have qualified in his office, the several causes then 
pending in the District Court ofthe Territory within any county in such district, 
and the records, papers and proceedings of said District Court and the seal and 
ather property pertaining thereto, shall pass into the jurisdiction and possession uf 
she District Court of the State for such county, except- as provided in the enabling 
act of Congress; until so suspended the District Court and the judges thereof shall 
continue with the same jurisdiction and power to be exercised in tha same judicial 
districts respectively as heretofore constituted under the laws of the Territory. 

Sec. 16. The first regular election that would otherwise occur following the first 
session of the first Legislature, shull be omitted, and all county and precinct officers 
alected at the first election held under this Constitntion, shall hold their offices ior 
she full term thereof, commencing at the expiration of the term of the county and 
precinct officers then in office, or the date of their qualification, 

SEC. 17. Ifthe first session of the Legislature under this Constitution shall be 
concluded within twelve months of the time desiguated fora regular session thereof, 
then the next regular session following said special session shall be omitted. 

Sec. 18. Membersof the Legislature and all State officers, District and Supreme 
Judges elected at the first election held under this Constitution, shall hold their re- 
spective offices for the full term next ensuing such election in addition to the period 
intervening between the date of their qualifications and the commencement of said 
iull term. 

Sec. 19. Al county and precinct officers who may be in office at the adoption of 
his Constitution shall hold their respective offices for the fuli term for which they 
may have been elected and until such time as their successors may be elected and 
qualified as may be provided by law, and the official bonds of all such officers shall 
continue in full force and effect as though the Constitution had not been adopted. 

SEC. 20. In behalf ofthe people of Arizona, we, in convention assembled, have 
frarced this Constitution, and hereby submit the same to the qualitied electors of 
the Territory.
